uty Drawbacks was the next question, 
and this was one of the grievances subinit- 
ted to Sir John Walsham when he was in 
Shanghai last year.

He considered the complaint of the mer- 
cantile community well founded, and 
would use his best efforts to aid in ob- 
taining a remedy for what in the ma- 
jority of instances must cause not only 
serious inconvenience to the exporter, but 
also no inconsiderable loss. We do 
not doubt for a moment that Sir Jolin has 
been using his best efforts to remove 
this grievance, and as he will now have 
Colonel Denby’s special assistance, it is 
to be hoped that something will be done. 
The old lekin on opium: question 
is settled for the present. The whole 
arrangement may be overthrown if it is 
not acquiesced in honestly by the pro- 
vincial authorities, but it is such a good 
move in itself that it is probable that 
our Government will not be extreme to 
mark cases of infraction of the agree- 
ment on the part of local officials in the 
country: The injury too that the im- 
porters of opium the new arti- 
cle to do their trade, has not been 
realised as yet as large quantities. were 
landed prior to the Ist February; and as 
the Customs did not enforcetheobjection- 
able paragraph No. 7 in their regulation 
of 3ist.January last, the change in the 
system of paying lekin has passed off, 
here with very much less friction than 
was ‘The extra lekin that has 
been’. put. on Kerosene in the South, 
intended apparently to prohibit the 
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importation altogether, is a more press- 
ing question, and we are glad to 
know that it has the attention of 
Ministers. The questions of the cer- 
tification of American Invoices and 
of the irregularity in the Pacific Mails 
were matters for the special considera- 
tion of Colonel Denby. He of course 
cannot be expected to make any farther 
voncession:to merchants as to certifica~ 
tion than General Kennedy has already 
made. We have fortunately been blessed 
in-Shanghai with American officials of 
-much: common-sense and a desire to 
help the wheels of commerce to move 
easily. and noiselessly, and they have 
always done everything in their power 
to. mitigate the excessive demands of 
the State Department, one of the most 
absurd of which is the requirement’ of 
‘such full details on. duty-free goods. 
As regards the irregularity of the Ame- 
iican Mails, it is difficult to see how 
that. is to be remedied, as long as 
the lines across the Pacific are not. sub- 
sidiséd; and tho latter part. of the voy- 
ge, from Yokohama to this, is left to 
be performed by the ordinary Japanese 
ual savice. tis very annoying when, 
‘as has occurred twice lately, the Ameri- 
-ean mail reaches ‘here via Hongkong 
actually before it is received here direct ; 
but as long as it will not pay to have 
special steamers to meet the transpacific 
boats in Yokohama, and bring on the 
mail to this, the present irregularity 
con.hardly be avoided; for it is un- 
reasonable to he: ark the Japanese mail 
line to derange their whole service by 
“waiting for a steamer whose arrival is 
so uncertain. We are. delighted to see 
‘that ‘the Chamber of Commerce came to 
-the réscue of the Municipal Council, 
and made enquiries about the missing 
Land tions. It is some time 
since we were told that the Ministers 
st Peking were considering them with 
all the. gravity which their importance 
demanded ; they having been thoroughly 
pondered and overhauled by the diplo- 
matic body at least once already, and 
the amendments of that body ‘accepted. 
‘Wo trust that Colonel Denby’s assurance 
that these Regulations are in a fair way 
of being agreed to and settled, rests on 
‘a’ better foundation than his assurance 
last year about the Woosung Bar; but 
sad experience is apt to make us a little 
distrustful of Peking. However, it is 
fair to hope that the matters which, like 
this, rest almost entirely with the Min- 
isters, will be settled before lor ut

THE CUSTOMS RETURNS, GENERAL REVIEW,

Mz.'E, B, Drow, Statistical Secretary,

The shipping statistics show'a 
similar development, In 1885 the total 
number of fureign-type vessels entering 
and leaving the porta of China was 
23,500 of a total register of 18,000,000 
tons, The figures in 1886 were 28,000 
vessels of 22,000,000 tons, ‘The Re 
tolls the same story, In 1881, 
hitherto the year of maximum, the 
total collection was Hu, 14,685,162;

LIFE INSURANCE BUSINESS. 
‘Tar attacks that have been made from 
time to time in late years on the terms 
of business of the English Life Assu- 
rance Companies have not been without 
effect. Many, if not all of them are 
now more liberal in their dealing with 
their customers, their rates have been 
lowered and more reasonable arrange- 
ments are now made in regard to 
policies which under the old system 
would have been forfeited for non- 
payment of premiams, The premiums 
on the lives of people residing in the 
East are also lower, partly owing to 
the healthier condition of most of the 
places where Europeans live, but chiefly 
to the sharp competition of these times 
making it impossible for any office to 
maintain its old exorbitant terms. We 
drew attention a few years since to 
the auomalies existing in the rates of 

minum charged by different offices 
for residence here, and we soon fonnd 
from communications which were pri- 
vately made to us that all we had said 
against the extortionate rates ‘and ap- 
parently arbitrary exactions, for liberty 
ide in Chins, fell far short of 
Wo had very little doubt 
thatisome. of the offices had”compelled 








to be repaid by quarterly instalments 
extending over ten or more yoars, 
‘The scheme is thus described :—Thus, 
if an investor in house property can 
pay steadily about 1402. per annum 
he can obtain from this office 1,0002. at 
once by pledge of his title deeds, and, 
at tho end of ten years, ho will have 
paid off the whole of the sam borrowed. 
‘The assuring office advances 70 to 80 
per cent. of the value of the property, 
and retains possession of the security 
which the borrower has pledged until 
the end of the ten years. But in the 
event of his death before the expiry of 
the ten years the property is at once 
handed over to those in whose favoar 
bis life has been insured. Under this
